street. Ile is said to have been 
arrested about, twenty times. Last 
week he was again locked up and a 
deal mute happened to witness his 
offence and arrest, lie had one of 
his wild "fits" one day last week, 
during which he accosted Strangers 
on the street with wild gesticula- 
tions, causing them great annoy- 
ance, and others he Ihrcafened in 
pugilistic fashion, until an officer, 
whose attention had been called to 

the man's st range ad ions, appeared 

and ordered him to go his way 

peacefully. Chambers evidently 
did not relish the officer's Inter- 
ference, for he treated his two ad- 
monitions with Hie ul most, con- 

tempt, whereupon the champion of 

good order pounced upon and felled 

him. lie was (piickiy handcuffed, 

and then the march to the Station 
house wa« ((.comparatively easy task 

for the officer. We do not know if 
Chambers was under the Influence

With tho opening of the present 
term of school the teachers will 
have a new course of instruct ion to 
follow in place of the one that has 

been in use the past five years. 

Daring the vacation, Principal 
Patterson, under tlie direction of 

Superintendent Jones, dm been at 

work on the volume, and has SUO- 

oeeded in getting out a book that 

will commend Itself favorably to 

all who are engaged in the Instruc- 
tion of the deaf. It is a greal im- 
provement on the former volume, 
and has been prepared to meet the 

requirements of a twelve year 

OOUnM Of instruction, in accordance 

with the extension oi time lately 

granted to pupils. This gives a 
two year High School course, and 
by which it is Intended to prepare 

pupils who desire tO enter Gal- 
laudct College ready for admission 

Into the Freshmen ('lass, and thus 
obviate t ho necessity of a year's 
additional study in the introduc- 
tory department there. 
under the Dew division of the 

school there will be six primary 

classes four intermediate! and a 
junior and senior class of the High 
School grade. The requisites for 

each class are printed and the 
daily program with the time and 
length of each exorcise given. 

The teaching of Manners and 
Morals in each class is given 
Special attention. This is as it 
should bo. Our pupils cannot be 
given t00 much in order to make 
good and upright men and women 

of them in society. 
Next in importance particular 

attention is given to language drill 
throughout the whole work, under 
the different parts of grammatical 
speech. This is done under 

various heads, as filling blanks, 
action writing, writing from 
pictures, stories, journal and letter 
writing, and conversational ex- 

oises. in the intermediate grade 

the teaching Of idioms is begun. 
Another important matter added, 
Which was been little done in 

schools for the deaf, is teaching the 
pupils tins meaning and application 
of proverbs. 

Finger spelling will be practiced 
more than hitherto. Questions 
will be asked pupils in this way, to 
which they are to give answers by 
the same method. Short stories 

will be spelt for the pupils to re 

produce. 

History, (ieography, Arithmetic, 
(■laminar, receive due attention ; 
mid in the High School course, in 
addition to tho regular work, Latin, 
Algebra, Natural Philosophy and 
Physical ( ieography are added. A 
Course Of reading is also prescribed 

for each class. Articulation re 

Calves attention also. 

A prominent feature for Sunday 

School work of each class is to 
have the pupils become familiar 

with the Lord's Prayer, Ten Com 
miindnients, 28d Psalm, Old Bible 
heroes, and in the more advanced 
classes commit to memory old 
favorite hymns. The shops are 

not neglected. A prescribed 
course of Instruction is gives tor 

h, and this will later on produce 

better results from these- quarters 
and be of equal imporlanee with 
the schools. It is the lirsl time 

such a step has been undertaken 

here. A manual for the schools is 
printed, and lays down the duties 
of the Superintendent, Principal, 

Teachers and pupils. 

In tin article like this, very little 
of the book can be given, and we 
have only attempted to state a few 
of the more important features of 
the work. It will be a helpful 
gttide to the teacher in his work 
and a benefit to t he pupil in 

calving a careful prescribed course 

of InstrUOtlon. We believe the 
Ohio Institution is the pioneer 

in adopting a systematic course 

of Instruction, and fines it was 
first put in force in 1881, Other 

schools have attempted to follow 
out alike plan. The time is not far 
distant when every school lor I he 

deal in ti ountry win havt 

regular Course of instruction, ami 
when that is done the education of 

the deaf will be on an equal foot 

ing with that of the hearing. This 

has been the object in the prepara- 
tion of the present course of in 
st ruction for the Institution 

The printing of the work was all 
done by Foreman Charles, with 
Fred. Schwartz as an assistant, and 

is a fine piece of workmanship that 

will do credit to his skill. The 
binding was done at the Stale 

bindery and will speak tor it 

Self.
